Your local cut stone contractor 
can help you estimate your needs. 
You’ll need a mason's 
hammer, 
mason's 
chisel, 
trowel, 
shovel, 
ruler and level. 


Fo r permanence, a “ below frost-

tailed as a base for the stone 
work to rest upon, although it can 
be placed on merely a five-inch 
slab.
